1 . This Office Action is in response to the Request for Continued Examination filed 
6/6/08. Claims 1-20 are currently pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Independent claims 1, 8, and 14 are allowable since none of the prior art of record 
discloses or renders obvious the claim limitation stating, "determining an intermediate 
channel quality metric (COM) for each group of N bits of the channel response data by 
determining which group of N bits corresponds to the weakest corresponding channel 
response estimate, where N is an integer; and selecting the intermediate channel 
quality metric corresponding to the weakest channel response estimate as the overall 
channel quality metric for the channel". Claims 2-7, 9-13, and 15-20 are allowable since 
they each depend on and further limit one of the allowable independent claims.
